Annual madhouse for farmers—commonly known as dove sea- 
son—opens next Saturday, and, from all indications, birds are 
plentiful and well scattered throughout the area and no doubt hunt- 
ers will be likewise. : 

- As words of wisdom for hunters, please ask permission before 
you hunt on private property; don’t pepper livestock, houses or 
fruit trees with shot; for goodness sake close any gates that you 
open; don’t tear down fences and don’t trample crops. e. 

We submit this advice because complaints covering the points 
we have listed come to us every year as dove season gets under- 
way. Certainly no real sportsman would conduct himself in a man- 
ner to bring such complaints, but always there seem to be hunters, 
in the field who are not sportsmen. 

So it bahooves the real sportsman to conduct himself like a gen- 
tleman and to “give the word,” when possible, to any of the wilder , 
element of hunter who pour in from Southern California. 

If there was more courteous consideration for the rights and 
property of others, there would be fewer “no hunting” signs around 
the country.

NATIONAL FOREST 


TIMBER SALE OPERATION 


Last year, cash receipts to the U. S. Treasury from sales 


of national forest timber exceeded $65,000,000. This is quite 
an increase when compared with the $85,000 collected from 
the sale of timber in 1905, the year the Forest Service was 


organized in the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Twenty-five 
percent of all money taken in by 
the Forest Service—not only for 
timber but for any use—goes back 
to the States in which the national 
forests are located. That money 
is turned over to the counties for 
public schools and public roads. 


The national forests, which 
contain 76 million acres of land 
classed as commercial forest, are 
the largest single supplier of raw 
material for the Nation’s forest 
products industries. Last year the 
Forest Service made 24,000 sep- 
arate timber sales to individuals 
and companies for a total cut of 


5.3 billion board feet, about 10 
percent of all the timber used in 
the United States. 


National forest timber lands 
are managed so as to produce 
perpetual crops of wood. Timber 
is marked or designated for cut- 
ting to encourage reproduction, 
maintain and improve the grow- 
ing stock and still safeguard wa- 
tershed and recreational values. 


As the Forest Service marks its 
Golden Anniversary, it pays trib- 
ute to the many states, individ- 
uals and companies who also are 
managing their timber lands to 
produce perpetual supplies of 
wood for generations to come.

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Growers Should Check Alfalfa 


Daily As Spotted Alfalfa Aphid 
Continues To Spread In-County Area 


By WILLIAM R. SALLEE 
Farm Advisor 
-Thé spotted alfalfa aphid con- 
tinues to spread and cause seri- 
ous damage to the alfalfa hay 
crop in Tulare county. The build- 
up of aphid population is moving 
faster and areas of infestation 


‘are practically county wide. Many 


fields are being damaged because 
the aphids have built up to dam- 
aging populations rapidly. 

It is important that growers 
check their fields every other day 
to eliminate damage. Fields should 


be treated as soon as honeydew 


is easily found on the hay. If 
hay is not treated as this stage, 
one or two more days will usual- 
ly cause heavy. honeydew and 
considerable damage to the alfalfa 
stand.

the morale-boosting efforts of the 
Royal family during the war, Eng- 
land would have been crushed by 
the Nazis. 

England’s agricultural research 
is under the Minister of Agricul- 
ture. Here in England thefe are 
eight agricultural, research sta- 
tions, or farms. I have attended 
farm walks around two of them. 
One of them was in Yorkshire, 
the High Mowthorpe Research 
station. 

Here they carry on experiments 
in all phases of farming. They 
test certain new _ varieties of 
BZrasses, grains and crops; they 
cross animals to improve breeds; 
they experiment with new types 
of fences, fertilizer, and machin- 
ery. Curiously enough, this farm 
is the only research farm in Eng- 
land that shows a profit, clearing 
$20,000 from 1,200 acres last 
year. Maybe there is a lesson 
to be had here for our own ex- 
perimental farms. 

Our evenings are spent mostly 
talking with farm families. There 
is a never-ending barrage of 
questions from ‘How. much are 
haircuts in America,’’ to “How 
do farm workers benefit under 
social security?” We try to an- 
swer the questions as honestly 
and correctly as possiblé. 

Sometimes, however, the Brit- 


|ish concepts of American life are 


humerous to us, other times their: 


questions force us to quell a feel- 


ing of anger. I have gritted my 
teeth more than once while try- 
ing to maintain a calm air of di- 
plomacy. 

We have found that the British 
people have acquired a very’ er- 
roneous impression of American 
life through our movies and our 
armed forces stationed in .Eng- 
land; so part of our job is to show 
the British that America, in its 
true form, is different. Each 
time we correct someone’s erring 
opinion of America, we feel that 
we are coming just that much 
closer to being the ‘‘goodwill am- 
bassadors” that we have been 
nicknamed, 

Another evening pastime is tel- 
evision. Television over here is 
non-commercial. “It is paid for 
by the license which each set 
owner has to buy yearly. This 
costs $10 per year, and covers 
not only the television set, but 
also the radios in the house. 


The standard of the programs 
compares very poorly with those 
in the United States. Television 
is to be commercialized within a 
year, and we emphatically tell 
people that their programs will 
improve under presssure of de- 
mands from the viewing audience,

but they are very skeptical. 

Every Saturday, the farm 
hands, bosses and children ‘‘take 
off” and attend or participate in 
local cricket matches, or other 
sport events. I’ve seen several 
cricket matches, and, believe me, 
they can have it. It’s entirely too 
slow for one used to watching 
fast sports like football and _ bas- 
ketball. j 

It is surprising how well mech- 
anized the farms are over here. 
Their farm machinery, while may- 
be not as modern as on American 
farms, is well cared for and every 
precaution is taken to keep it in 
top working condition. 

The week-end of June 25 and 
26, Larry Roger, exchangee from 
Illinois, and I traveled to Lanork, 
Scotland, where I renewed my 
acquaintance with Alex Wilson, 
who was an I. F. Y. BE. in 1953 


and who visited briefly at my 
home while he stayed with Mrs. 
‘'Mary Valance, of Porterville. Mrs. 
Wilson and Mrs. Valance were 
schoolmates in Scotland. 

We were both impressed. by 
Scotland. It is a beautiful and 
picturesque land. The country 
around Lanork is hilly, rolling 
gently’ to make small valleys, pro- 
tected by heavy growths of na- 
tive timber. The hills are dot- 
ted with big houses; the Wilson 
home is very large, a gray stone 
manor, and its interior is outfit- 
ted beautifully. ; 

One day during our visit we 
drove two miles into Lanork to 
the market. It was really inter- 
esting to see and hear a Scotch 
auctioneer. \ 

We drove into Edinburgh to 
board the train back to York and | 
while we were there, visited the | 
Sir Walter Scott monument and | 
saw Edinburgh’s famous floral 
clock. It is made entirely of 
flowering plants and cacti; it is 
an intricate time piece, construct- 
ed and maintained by the Royal 
Highland Agricultural society. 

We strolled down Princess 
street, called the most beautiful 
shopping street in the world. It 
faces Holyrood House, one of the 
official residences of Her Majes- 
ty, Queen Elizabeth, and there is 
a vast park between the stores and 
the castle, which dominates a 
very imposing hill. 

From Scotland we returned to 
York and spent a very quiet week, 
partially by choice and partially 
by force, since it rained the en- 
tire week.
